construction of. water power dams
should be directed against the man¬
ner of their-construction and not. as
the Register says, against the con¬
struction of the dams themselves.
These things are a great boon to the.
people as they provide motive power
.end electricity much cheaper than by
any other method. Nor. inasmuch as
there ls'no prospect of government or
state ownership of such enterprises,
should opposition to the construction
of dam# rest against corporations,
either private or quasi public, simply
because 'they are corporations. A
big outlay of capital is requireu for
such enterprises and it is only by
means of a communityof interestsas is
provided by a corporation or a simi¬
lar company that the necessary cap¬
ital can be provided for the work. It
should be remembered that oven pri¬
vate concerns which develop power
from waterways necessarily must em ¦

ploy a large number of people in the
development of the power as well as
furnish products for the market or a

useful service to the public.
But, so far as the opposition is di¬

rected toward the methods of con¬
struction, it is just and timely; and
the breaking of the Stony river dam
conveys a lesson which It is hoped
will impress the public service com¬
mission and pther officials as forcibly
as it has a large proportion of the
general public. Big water powar
dams should be strongly and secure¬
ly built and it is the business of the*'
state to see that they are so con--!
structed. in view of which it would
be well: for the state to provide for a
constant inspection of the materials
used.and the methods of construction
whenever a dani Is building.

And Vineyards the Coal
Miners in the Pocahontas

Mining Region.
CHARLESTON. W. Va.. Jan. 27..

j The majority of the miners of the Po-
! cahontas 'region have no. intention of
seeking employment elsewhere tor
many years. Indeed, -these miners,
do not even expect-tomose, at "least
within a decade, from the houses'in
which they are now living, thus show¬
ing that they are .contented with
their employer*, their housing and
the labor prospects in .that section
of West Virginia: 1

Striking testimony of this fact is
glveh .in the news that hundreds, of
families are setting out vineyards
and orchards on" plots which they
have rented for a nominal sum. Some
of their vineyards and orchards are
three or four years old and are there¬
fore in bearing condition. Scores of
others have been set out within the
past year and, of. course, they will
have no harvest for a couple of years
yet.
The majority of the white miners

in this region come from Italy and
Hungary and they were agricultur¬
ists in their native lands. They do
not see any reason for not seeking
other products because they are earn¬
ing more mony as miners in this
country than' they ever could have
hoped to earn in Europe by tilling the
soil. ~'

At Elkho.rn and Crozer one can see
on tbe sides of thed hills patches oY
ground fenced in,-filled with neatly
pruned and secured trellised grape¬
vines. On other spots there are

peach, apple; pear and other fruit
trees regularly laid out. The, most
of the grape vines hs?e been import¬
ed from the countries Whence the
miners caine. V

But tilling the soil is not confined
to the whites. Hundreds of negro
miners of the Pocahontas coal fields
devote their energy to. gardening. Far
up on the tops of the meuntaln
where the land is level, is limited
areas, the negro pilners work as chief
miners over it. They raise the vege¬
tables they were used to in old Vir¬
ginia, North Carolina and other
southern states. They are not much
given for fruit raiding.. They do not
even raiser many watermelons. But
they raise cabbages, potatoes, beans
and the like. By this soil tilling, in
their leisure hours, the miners In the
Pocahontas field have materially re¬
duced the cost of Hying and are in¬
creasing their savings accordingly.
